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INSTRUCTIONS    CONCERNING  MEAT   INSPECTION. 
Return  of  Inspected  Fats. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  handling  of  shop  fats  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  circular  letter  ZY-276,  dated  October  8,  1907,  the  following  letter  will  be  mailed 
to  the  proprietors  of  shops,  stalls,  markets,  and  other  places  from  which  fats  are  col- 
lected for  return  to  establishments  having  Federal  inspection: 

To  whom  it  may  concern: 

In  view  of  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  meat-inspection  law  and  of  the  regulations 
governing  the  preparation  of  edible  products  from  the  fat  of  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  and 
goats,  notice  is  given  that  such  fat  will  not  be  admitted  into  establishments  at  which 
Federal  inspection  is  maintained,  unless,  in  the  handling  thereof,  the  following 
instructions  are  strictly  complied  with : 

1.  All  butcher  shops,  stalls,  markets,  and  other  places  from  which  such  fat  is  col- 
lected for  return  to  establishments  having  Federal  inspection  shall  be  kept  in  a 
sanitary  condition,  and  floors,  walls,  ceilings,  and  all  equipment  shall  be  kept  clean. 

2.  Containers  maintained  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition  satisfactory  to  the  Fed- 
eral inspector  shall  be  provided  at  each  shop,  stall,  or  other  place  from  which  fat  is 
collected  for  return  to  establishments  having  Federal  inspection,  for  the  exclusive 
reception  and  retention  of  fat  from  carcasses  which  have  been  U.  S.  inspected  and 
passed;  and  all  such  fat  shall  be  clean,  sweet,  wholesome,  and  fit  for  human  food. 
Immediately  upon  being  detached  from  the  carcass  or  part,  such  fat  shall  be  placed 
and  held  in  such  container  until  called  for  by  the  collector. 

3.  All  suet,  cod  fat,  and  other  fat  intended  for  return  to  establishments  having  Fed- 
eral inspection  shall  have  removed  therefrom  all  muscle,  bone,  or  other  tissue,  and 
shall  be  kept  perfectly  clean  and  sweet  and  absolutely  free  from  dirt  and  other 
extraneous  matter. 

4.  Especial  attention  is  directed  to  the  requirement  that  uninspected  fat,  or  unclean, 
rancid,  or  unwholesome  fat,  bone,  or  lean  meat,  shall  not  be  placed  in  containers  pro- 
vided for  edible  fats  to  be  returned  to  establishments  having  Federal  inspection. 

5.  The  proprietor,  or  his  representative  in  charge,  of  the  shop,  stall,  or  other  place 
from  which  fat  is  collected  for  return  to  establishments  having  Federal  inspection, 
shall  sign  a  certificate  in  the  following  form  and  deliver  the  -same  to  the  collector 
each  time  the  fat  is  removed  from  the  premises: 

I  hereby  certify  that  the  fat  collected  by from  my  shop  (stall)  is 

entirely  from  carcasses  which  were  U.  S.  inspected  and  passed  and  so  marked,  and 

that  the  fat  weighs pounds.

These  instructions  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  this  date.

Paragraph  5  of  circular  letter  ZY-276,  dated  October  8,  1907,  is  revoked  and  the 
following  is  substituted  therefor: 

All  collections  and  deliveries  of  fats  shall  be  made  daily  except  during  cold 
weather,  unless  the  fats  are  held  under  refrigeration;  and  the  receptacles  in  which 
they  are  held  shall  be  thoroughly  cleansed  after  each  emptying,  and  those  in  which 
they  are  transported  shall  be  thoroughly  cleansed  daily  when  in  use. 

Handling  Carcasses  of  Tick-infested  Calves. 

Referring  to  the  ruling  in  Service  Announcements  of  October,  1907,  relative  to 
handling  carcasses  of  tick-infested  calves,  hereafter  inspectors  will  not  require  the 
removal  of  ticks  which  are  less  than  half  grown  from  the  skins  on  calf  carcasses. 
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RESTRICTIONS  ON  IMPORTATION  OF  PRESERVED  MEATS  INTO  COLOMBIA. 

Information  has  been  received  through  the  Department  of  State  that  the  Govern- 
ment of  Colombia  has  forbidden  the  importation  into  that  country  of  meats  and 
animal  products  for  food  if  for  their  preservation  anything  has  been  used  except 
common  salt,  nitrate  of  potash,  heat  (modified  Appert  process),  or  freezing. 

The  American  minister  at  Bogota  has  forwarded  a  translation  of  a  circular  of 
instructions  issued  by  the  Colombian  Foreign  Office  to  its  consuls,  which  contains 
the  following  provisions: 

1.  The  employment  of  antiseptic  substances  for  the  preservation  of  animal  products 
intended  for  consumption  is  prohibited,  whether  they  come  from  abroad  or  are  pro- 
duced in  the  country. 

2.  For  the  preservation  of  said  food  products  is  only  permitted  the  use  of  common 
salt  (sodium  chlorid),  niter  (nitrate  of  potash),  of  heat  by  means  of  the  autoclave 
(Appert  process,  modified),  and  freezing. 

3.  Colombian  consuls  abroad  shall  not  certify  any  invoice  of  preserved  food  prod- 
nets  for  importation  into  Colombia  unless  they  are  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
worthy  of  credit  and  clearly  showing  that  antiseptics  have  not  been  used  to  insure 
their  preservation,  and -that  they  are  made  according  to  the  requirements  of  article  2 
of  this  resolution.  Evidence  of  this  certificate  shall  appear  at  the  bottom  of  each 
consular  invoice. 

4.  Distributers  in  Colombia  of  preserved  foods  shall  be  responsible  if  infringements 
of  this  resolution  should  give  rise  to  any  complaint. 

5.  Whenever  there  is  ground  for  suspicion  that  any  preserved  food  has  deteriorated, 
the  proper  authority  shall  make  an  examination,  and  if  the  food  has  altered  it  shall 
be  seized  and  destroyed. 

Inspectors  in  charge  will  communicate  this  information  to  the  managements  of 
any  establishments  under  their  supervision  that  are  likely  to  be  interested. 


CHANGER  INJ5  DESIGNATIONS    AND    SALARIES    OF    PATROL   TAGGERS  AND 
PATROL  STOCK  EXAMINERS. 

It  has  been  decided,  beginning  March  1,  1908,  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  tem- 
porarily increasing  the  salary  of  employees  when  assigned  to  patrol  duties  at  night, 
and  the  designations  of  patrol  tagger  and  patrol  stock  examiner  have  been  discon- 
tinued with  February  29,  1908.  As  no  additional  compensation  is  to  be  given  in 
view  of  assignment  to  night  duties,  the  veterinary  inspector  in  charge  will  be 
expected  to  make  the  best  possible  assignment  of  his  men  in  the  interests  of  the  serv- 
ice. He  may  assign  one  or  more  men,  as  may  be  necessary,  to  this  work  continu- 
ously; or,  if  it  is  found  that  this  method  causes  unnecessary  friction,  it  may  be  found 
advisable  for  him  to  require  his  force  to  take  "turn  about"  on  such  work,  either  one 
night  at  a  time  or  in  shifts  of  one  week  or  more  each. 

In  accordance  with  this  change  the  designation  of  patrol  tagger  has  been  changed 
to  inspector's  assistant  or  skilled  laborer,  depending  on  the  result  of  the  examination 
taken  last  July,  and  that  of  patrol  stock  examiner  has  been  changed  to  stock  exam- 
iner and  the  salary  reduced  to  what  the  person  would  receive  were  he  on  day  duty. 

The  necessary  papers  covering  these  changes  have  been  sent  to  inspectors  in  charge 
whose  forces  are  affected. 


REPORTS  OF  INFECTIOUS  CARS. 

In  a  short  time  Bureau  stations  will  be  supplied  with  new  I.  D.  Forms  62  and  62A, 
for  reporting  infectious  cars  received  and  disposal  of  infectious  cars,  respectively. 
These  forms  should  be  placed  in  immediate  use  in  strict  accordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions printed  on  the  back  of  each  blank.  I.  D.  Form  62  will  supersede  I.  D.  Form 
21A,  the  supply  of  which  should  be  destroyed  as  soon  as  the  new  forms  are  received. 
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SUBSTANCE  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING. 
Sheep  and  Cattle. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  proprietary  substance  is  permitted  by  the  Depart- 
ment in  the  official  dipping  of  sheep  and  cattle: 

"Niagara  Lime-and- Sulphur  Solution,"  a  lime-and-sulphur  dip,  manufactured  by 
the  Oregon  Spray  and  Gas  Company,  Portland,  Oreg.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon 
of  Niagara  Lime-and-Sulphur  Solution  to  not  more  than  14  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  this  dip  which 
are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  permit  the 
use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty 
required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments 
thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or 
amendments. 


REPORTING  ANIMALS  INFECTED  WITH  SCABIES. 

In  reporting  the  receipt  at  markets  of  shipments  of  sheep  or  cattle  infected  with 
scabies,  the  brands  or  marks  borne  by  affected  animals  should  be  described  on  the 
back  of  I.  D.  Form  24B. 


RAILROAD  MILEAGE  AND  SCRIP  BOOKS. 

When  indorsing  covers  of  mileage  or  scrip  books  the  holder  of  the  book  should 
state  that  the  check  covering  the  refund  should  be  drawn  payable  to  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  following  notice  issued  by  the  Trans-Continental  Scrip 
Bureau,  San  Francisco,  Cal. : 

IMPORTANT   NOTICE   FOR   PROTECTION    OP   BOOKHOLDERS. 

Of  late  many  books  are  reaching  the  bureau  for  refund  from  which  the  holders 
have  detached  and  thrown  away  the  unused  identification  slips,  thereby  mutilating 
the  books  and  partially  destroying  the  records  for  proper  checking,  besides  subject- 
ing the  users  of  the  books  to  forfeiture  of  refund  thereon,  for  the  reason  that  such 
slips  may  be  used  by  someone  else;  and  when  they  come  in  to  the  bureau  with  other 
names  signed  to  them  (such  cases  have  occurred)  and  are  filed  with  your  book,  it  is 
evidence  that  the  book  has  been  misused. 

It  is  therefore  as  much  for  the  protection  of  bookholders  as  it  is  for  that  of  the  rail- 
road companies  that  all  identification  slips  and  unused  portions  of  the  book  should 
be  returned  to  the  bureau  intact.  Detaching  and  destroying  the  slips  mutilates  the 
book,  and  no  refund  is  made  on  mutilated  books. 

Identification  slips  should  be  used  in  numerical  order,  and  if  any  of  them  are 
spoiled  they  should  be  sent  with  the  book.

Owing  to  some  confusion  being  caused  by  the  close  relation  of  No.  17,  "  Coloring 
matter,  preservatives,  etc.,  in  meat  products,"  No.  68,  "Reports  from  chemical 
laboratories,"  and  No.  75,  "Meats,  etc.,  chemical  examination,"  it  has  been 
decided  that  hereafter  all  correspondence  on  these  subjects  will  be  placed  under 
No.  75.

DISTRIBUTION  OF  PUBLICATIONS. 

Publications  intended  for  Bureau  employees  are  sent  in  bulk  to  inspectors  in 
charge  at  the  different  stations,  and  no  mailing  list  of  individual  employees  is  kept. 
Owing  to  the  limited  editions  and  the  large  number  of  Bureau  employees,  as  a  rule 
only  sufficient  copies  are  sent  to  supply  the  veterinarians.  Inspectors  in  charge  will 
therefore  see  that  the  veterinary  inspectors  are  first  supplied,  and  if  more  copies  are 
received  than  are  necessary  for  this  purpose  the  excess  may  be  distributed  to  others. 
Requests  from  employees  for  publications  will  be  complied  with  as  far  as  practica- 
ble, but  an  employee  before  writing  to  Washington  for  a  publication  should  see  if 
it  can  not  be  obtained  from  his  inspector  in  charge. 

Some  of  the  Department's  publications,  such  as  circulars  and  Farmers'  Bulletins, 
are  intended  for  free  distribution  to  the  public;  but  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
restrict  the  free  distribution  of  the  more  expensive  publications,  including  the  Bureau 
bulletins,  to  libraries,  educational  institutions,  the  press,  State  and  foreign  officials 
connected  with  agriculture,  exchanges,  and  persons  who  are  rendering  tangible 
service  to  the  Department  either  by  active  cooperation  in  its  work  or  as  special 
correspondents.  Other  persons  desiring  the  latter  class  of  publications  are  expected 
to  purchase  them  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing 
Office,  Washington,  D.  C,  who  is  the  official  designated  by  law  to  sell  Government 
publications. 

When  inspectors  in  charge  ask  for  extra  copies  of  publications,  especially  for  con- 
siderable numbers,  they  should  always  state  for  what  purpose  the  same  are  desired — 
whether  for  distribution  to  Bureau  employees,  local  health  officers,  stockmen,  etc. — 
in  order  that  such  requests  may  be  acted  upon  intelligently.  The  Bureau  is  glad  to 
have  its  free  publications  distributed  among  veterinarians,  stockmen,  and  others 
interested,  but  in  such  cases  it  is  preferable  for  the  names  and  addresses  to  be  sent 
to  the  Washington  office,  so  that  the  publications  may  be  mailed  from  there  directly 
to  the  persons  concerned.  As  a  rule,  the  Bureau  does  not  send  its  publications  in 
quantities  to  inspectors  in  charge  for  distribution  by  them  to  persons  outside  the 
service.  Exceptions  are  made  only  under  special  circumstances  for  good  reasons,  as 
in  the  case  of  regulations  and  other  publications  relating  directly  to  the  work  in  hand, 
when  it  may  be  desirable  to  have  them  distributed  by  employees  as  an  aid  to  their 
work.  Regulations  will  be  supplied  to  inspectors  in  charge  as  freely  as  may  be 
required  for  official  use. 

Copies  of  the  Twenty-third  Annual  Report  of  the  Bureau  (1906)  are  being  sent  to 
the  inspectors  in  charge  for  members  of  their  forces.  The  circulars  reprinted  from 
that  report  are  not  being  sent,  as  the  bound  volume  of  course  contains  the  same 
material.     The  circulars  can  be  supplied,  however,  when  desired  for  special  use. 
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The  pamphlet  report  of  the  Chief  for  the  fiscal  year  1907  has  been  exhausted,  and 
under  the  law  a  new  supply  can  not  be  printed  during  the  present  fiscal  year. 

The  Bureau  has  only  a  small  supply  of  the  Special  Eeports  on  Diseases  of  the  Horse 
and  Diseases  of  Cattle,  these  books  having  been  issued  as  Congressional  publications 
and  most  of  the  copies  allotted  to  Senators  and  Representatives  for  distribution.  So 
far  as  the  Bureau's  supply  permits,  copies  will  be  furnished  to  veterinarians  on  the 
force  who  have  not  already  received  them,  but  the  books  can  not  be  furnished  to 
other  employees.  The  Bureau  can  not  supply  the  1907  horse  book,  but  will  send  the 
1903  edition  on  request  to  veterinary  inspectors  who  have  not  already  received  it. 
Practically  the  only  difference  between  the  two  editions  is  that  a  chapter  on  osteo- 
porosis or  bighead  was  added  in  the  1907  edition.  This  article  has  been  reprinted  as 
a  leaflet  and  will  be  sent  to  anybody  who  has  a  copy  of  the  1903  edition.
